Dr. Dudley R. Buck, the resident physician 


at the St. Louis Poor-house, makes charges 
against the management of that institution 
which demand a most searching investiga- 
tion and which, iftrue, call for prompt ac- 
tion on the part of the Mayor and Municipal 
Assembly. ° 

Dr. Buck has been resident physician of 
the Poor-house but two months and a half, 
but the abuses which he bas become cogni- 
gant of ia that length of time are 
so glaring that he has deen un- 
able to long restrain his 
indignation and now mbkes the facts public. 
He charges that the abuses which are prac- 
ticed inthe name of ecomomy are so rank 
that it brings a dlush of shame to his brow 
whenever he is called upon to show @ 
brother physician about the institution. 

In preferring these charges and making 
public the abases practiced, Dr. Buck says 
he appreciates tbe fact that it will make 
matters very disagreeable for him, but so in- 
dignant has he become that he says he can 
no longer remain silent, and 20 has de- 
termined to make bis observations public, 
let the consequences be what they may. Hie 
says, further, that be appreciates the fact 
that he ts laying himself open to 
criticism for allowiag some of the t gs of 
which he speaks to ha m; but some of 
them, as for instance the feeding of decayed 
meat to the lamates, he was no cognizant 
of until it had been served.

Ed Les Was Assaulted at Seventh and 
Spruce Strests.

Edward Lee was assaulted last evening in & 
saloon at the corner of Spruce and Seventh 
streets by three unknown men with whom 
he had been quarreling a few moments be- 
fore. Lee’s skull was fractured and his wrist 
was sprained. He was taken to the City 
Hospital. Dr. Heine Marks says that his in- 
juries are not dangerous, and that he will re- 
cover within a few days. Lee's story of the 
assault is as follows: 

‘Iwas in a saloon on Spruce, between 
Sixth and Seventh streets and was drinking 
when some fellows pushed me. I said to 
them that they must not do that again. One 
of them made some reply which I aid not un- 
Gerstand. Shortiy afterward I went into 
the saloon at the corner of Sev- 
enth and Spruce streets. I had 
just orderea a glass of beer when 


1 felt some one push me and then strike me 
on the head. I was anconscious for a few 
moments and did not see the men who sti uck 
me. I am pretty sure, though, that the 
same men I metin the other place attacked 
me. John Nash and Kdward Lohr were with 
me at the time. 

Lee has been in St. Louis some time, but he 
has no definite place of abode. He is a 
laborer, and says that he has a sister living 
at 2 Chouteau avenue. Nash and 
Lohr were taken to the Four Courts to be 
held as withesses. The police have a 
Gescription of the men who assauited Lee 
ahd are searching for them. 

Nash, one of the witnesses locked up at the 
Four Courts, said that he aad Moré worked 
across thé river and came over to see St. 
Louis yesterday afiernoon. ‘*We met Lee, 
he continued, and knowing hima year ago, 
when be worked over the river, went 
into the alley to have a Grin. of deer 
out ot a can, While Lee Bad the can in his 
hand, the one-armed mae who struck him 
came up and asked for some beer. I told 
him that we were not buying beer for him. 
and he picked up a brick and huried it at Lee. 
ibe latter nad the can to his mouth drink 
ing, and the brick seemed to partiy strike 
the can. Lee feil Dackward and the one- 
armed man ran oft. I do not know where 
Lee has been living or what he has been do- 
ing. He has a brother living atthe Windsor 
House on Sixth and warket streets, who is 
the only reiative | know him to have. 


CHINA AND JAPAN. 


Im Case of Victery the Mikado Will Not

rious sources that Germany has deelined to 
take partina joint European intervention 
between China and Japan at the present 
juacture,andthis subject, accordingly, is 
removed from the diplomatic programme of 
the powers, The correspondent has sounded a 


distinguished official upon the subject ana 
has also made other inquiries in infiuential 
quarters with the result that he has found tt 
to be the general Opinion that Japan in the 
event of being victorious will not make ex- 
orbitant demands upon China; but will re- 
strict herself to insisting Upon the independ- 
ence of Corea from China, while asking for 
certain protectoral rights fur herself as weell 
asa big “grindemnity. It is probable that 
Japan demand the cession of the Island 
of + ormvusa. 

Sianificaat as indieating the intentions of 
Russia is the statement ofthe Berliner Lag 
biatt’s correspondént at St. Petersburg that 
the Russian troo in the towns, villages 
and passes of the Chinese frontier have been 
greatly reinforced and that large quantities 
of provisions and war material are con- 
stantly arriving at those places.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 18.—Gen. Ben- 
jamin Harrison returned to Indianapolis at 
8:80 this evening from his campaigning tour 
through Southern Indiana.

To a reporter of the «Cordage Trade Journai 
Mr. Gratz said about the first of September 
that his company, the American Jute Bag- 
ging manufacturing Co., was prepared to 
take an order for 5,000,000 yards of bagging, 
Geliverable in March next, at5 per cent 
under any legitimate prices obtainable any- 
where on earth, .

He is given juris- 
diction of all questions arising under the 
treaty, of the powers of the King and the 
election of his successor as well as of all 
chiefs, appellate jurisdiction over all mag- 
istrates and officers, of ‘‘all differences’’ 
between the powers, of all civil suits con- 
cerning real property or rights affecting 
it, of all suits between natives and for- 
eigners or betwéen foreigners of differ- 
ent nationalities, and of all crimes 
or offenses committed by natives 
against foreigners. The Practice and 
Procedure of Law, Equity and Admiralty 
of England are to prevail in his court, 
but with the right vested in him to mod- 
ify the same as he pleases. His decision 
is final and there is no appeal from him in 
any case. He may punish crimes accord- 
ing to the laws of England, Germany or 
the United States. In other words, he can 
administerany punishment he thinks is 
proper. 

This country is party to the treaty 
which created this despot and calls him a 
„Supreme Oourt!’’ As the objection of 
any one of the powers throws the appoint- 
ment to the King of Sweden, it is clear 
that no American—no one but a mon- 
archist—willever be seated on this judi- 
cial throne, It has so far been filled by 
approved noblemen. 

The people are relieved from all tariff 
wrangles by the fact that the treaty estab- 
lishes the tariff for them. In short, the 
Government of Samoa is ordained by the 
three Powers, and not bythe people. It 
is royal and even absolute. It isan anti- 
American ‘‘entangling alliance’’ of the 
worst kind. The sooner we get rid of the 
Samoan muddle the better. 
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SOMEBODY has been meddlesome enough to 
bring out a letter written by Mr. Cleveland 
to Mr. Hill in 1682, in which the writer says: 
**accept my hearty congratulations om your

‘TRUMBULL’s ‘‘iNCENDIARISM.” 

Lyman Trumbull served with distinction 
on the bench of the Supreme Court of 
Illinois before the war, and was elected 
from that bench as a Democrat to the 
United States Senate. He left the Demo- 
cratic party on the slavery extension issue 
as involved in the Kansas-Nebraska bill, 
and he and his old Democratic friend, 
John M. Palmer, 00-operated with Abra- 
ham Lincoln in the work of uniting the 
Free Soil Demoorats and the remains of 
the old Whig party of Illinois in a trium- 
phant anti-slavery organization which 
became the Republican party and made 
Lincoln President in 1860. 

On the bénch, in the Senate and through- 
out his long public life Judge Trumbull 
has been, perhaps, the most bravely con- 
sistent disciple of Thomas Jefferson that 
ever figured in American politics. He left 
the Democratic party when he became 
convinced that it was no longer animated 
by the spirit of Jefferson and was ar- 
raying iteelf against his teachings. 
He helped to create the Republican 
party in the hope that it would 
be, in name and nature, a distinct 
revival of Jefierson’s old party, By de- 
fending it as such im many a great cam- 
paign speech he secured it such a majority 
of the popular vote as no other party had 
ever polled in Lilinois. When after the 
war it became the mere tool of a jobbing 
plutocracy, he left it as bravely on that 
issue as he left the Democratic party on 
the slavery issue. 
He seemed to think that, with the slave- 
holding interest eliminated, the Demo- 
cratic party had again become of necessity 
the most reliable defender of Jeffersonian 
principles. Recent experience, however, 
has apparently shaken his faith in it, and 
now, at jhe age of 81, he has delivered a 
speech the whole purpose of which seems 
to be to mold the new Populist organiza- 
tion into a genuine and unchangeable em- 
bodiment of Jeffersonian policy and prin- 
ciples. 

In his latest effort he raises the old Jef- 
fersonian cry of danger from the self-ex- 
panding jugisdiction of the Federal Judi- 
cilary. Nearly forty years ago the Illinois 
prairies rang with his appeals to the peo- 
ple to rise in their might and reverse the 
Dred Scott decision, They did so, and he 
now boasts that his hand wrote that re- 
versal for them in the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment. . 

Now, as then, he warns his countrymen 
that they must be ever ready to appeal to 
town meetings to reverse the decisions of 
the Federal Judiciary, if they would pre- 
serve freedom and justice. Now, as then, 
this utterance is denounced as inoen- 
diary. But it was then the Democrats 
who denounced, while the Republicans 
applauded it. Now it is the Democrats 
and Populistse who applaud it, while the 
Republican organs denounce it as ‘‘in- 
cendiary.’’

HE MUST BEAR THE CONSEQUENCES OF

Wasuninotron, D. C., Oct. 13.—Secretary 
Carlisle fully considered the point raised by 
Attorney Platt, Mr. Morton’s counsel, in the 
case of John James Howard, the imported 
English coachman, and before issuing the 
Warrant for Howarda’s deportment, decided 
that he was not a domestic servant in the 
sense that he came within the exeeptions of 
the alien contraet labor law. 

Gen. Tracy's telegram asking for the re- 
lease Of Howard, on the seore that his arrest 
was illegal in that he was exempt from the 
provisions of the act, did not move the Sec- 
retary from his decision in the case. Itis 
held that the ‘‘domestic servants who are 
exemptare those employed in the house- 
hold, and that if coachmen were to be classed 
as ‘‘domestic servants, gardemers and 
other employes might with equal justice be 
included in the same category. 

It is not expected here that the courts will 
Gelay Howara’s deportation. fhe alien 
contract labor law prescribes a penalty of 
$1,000 and imprisonment for importing an 
alien laborer, aad it also provides that the 
allen in question may bring a separate suit 
against the person who importea him and 
recover damages. Regardiess of what 
Howard may do, it is said positively at the 
Treasury Department thatthe case against 
Mr. Morton will be pressed as requifed by 
the terms of the law. ue facts willi De sub- 
mitted to the District Attorney for the South- 
ern District of New Lors.

Strikes are always 
bad things. Their ccess, consists not tn 
their victories, but in their possible ex- 
istence. Men who see their way clear to 
profits will not refuse recompense to ifose

To borrow again Mr. Evarts“ 
iliustration,the wit of which ts only equaled 
by its Wisdom, the only ray thes far discov- 
able and enjoyable 
wealth is first to give the chance to create it, 
and then let each side struggle for its share, 
I do not say that this is alf there ever will be. 
I hope not. No one will more giady welcome 
than lany method for fair and peaceful dis- 
tribution. But there is one thisg Certain, 
until you have profits they cannot De dis- 
tributed. 

FULL DISTRIBUTION OF PROFITS. 

Why do 1 desire a fair distribution of 
profits? It is because I profess to be the spe- 
cial friend of those who labor. Anybody who 
does that froma political platform had bet-

ter be watched. [have nosuch motive. My 
motive is the good selfish one, that such dis- 
tribution leads to general prosperity, of 
which I hope to get my share. 

Wat is the motive power that iets on the 
water and feeds ia the coal and sets the ma- 
chinery in motion? It is the market, tre 
capacity for baying, the power of puaur- 
chase. Whence comes that? From the 
rich and the poor—from 
rich 11 little, from the poor much, 
It you were to give mealone for myself $1,- 
000,000, Ishould not spend $10,000 of Incon- 
sumable wealth, though I might put into 
plant, into works, or railroads, butifI were 
to give you $1,000,000, distributed among you 
all, every cent of it would be spent, not in 
looms, in machinery, but in the product of 
looms and machinery. This is what makes 
the market, which is the motive power of 
production, not the large contribdutions of 
the few, but the small contributions of the 
many. This large market also makes legitt- 
mate cheapness. I say legitimate cheapness 
fora cheapness with no money to buy is a 
mockery to the soul, while cheapness with 
good wages is the delightof life. The broad 
er and richer the market, the more ot each 
article will be consumed, and the more there 
is consumed the cheaper each will be made. 
Machinery has its foundation on this. You 
would not bulld a machine to make a single 
ax handie. You could make it infinitely 
cheaper by haad. A machine means a ialf 
million ax handles. Most manvufact- 
urers realize these things and the great 
fact that good wages, so far from ve 
ing hostile to thelr progress, is its very 
foundation. When manufacturers all see 
their Interest that way weshall witness the 
happy death, for this country at least, of 
that old political economy doctrine, inat 
profits are dependent on low wages. Bus! 
ness prosperity willthem come from exten- 
sion of business and not from the diminu. 
tion of wages. 

But if protection tendstoa division of the 
wealth of the couatry, why have the work 
ingmen voted the Democratic ticket? wh 
have they who are most concerned failed to 
see this greatadvantage to them of which 
you preach? My friends, this human na- 
ture of ours is queerly made up. 4 
man cares infinitely more for a little 
thing which is presemt than fora great thing 
afarofm and as he thinks contingent.

HIS ACTION A GREAT STEP IN THE 
DIRECTION OF EFFICIENCY. 


Tre New Departure Opens the Old Sore 
Kxisting Between the Line and Staff 
Officers in the Navy Department— 
Meanieag and Purpose of the Order— 
Washington News aud Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Oct. 18.—Seeretary Her - 
bert’s orders by which the chiefs of the 
bureaus engaged in the fitting out of new 
warships are made subordinate im some re- 
spects to the chief of the Bureau of Construc- 
tion and Repairs, are likely to make hard 
feelings in the Navy. This. notwithstanding 
the fact that Secretary Herbert’s step makes 
great progress toward efficiency in the con- 
struction and equipment of naval vessels 
which has been lacking, and the lack of 
which has been bewalled by Secretaries from 


the time of Chandler. 
It opens up the old sore which has existed 
in the Navy Department and which is bred 
of the ill-feeling existing between the line 
and staff officers. Throughout the depart- 
ment there is more or less talk arising al- 
ready over the order, and it is predicted that 
the line officers who are in charge in the 
bureau subordinated to Chief Instructor 
Hichbora will try and in the course ot time 
may possibly succeed in inducing the Secre- 
order in some Frespects.

Lorpor, Oct. 18.— During the Parliament- 
ary recess little of home politics is discussed 
in the papers, Dut it is known in inner cir- 
cles that there ig a most threatening condl- 
tion of affairs in thé Liberal party, which 
will lead to the overthrow of the Rose- 
bery Government at the opening of the 
next session unless the Prime Minister in the 
meanwhile takes the lead tn an overt, de- 
termined and sincere movement to abolish 
the veto power of the House of Lords. He 
must dothis, in fact, in his coming speech 
at Bradford on the 27th. Failing an un- 
equivocal pronunciamento from him of the 
Government’s intention to promptly intro- 
duce an uncompromising measure to this 
effect, Justin McCarthy, speaking for the 
seventy-two Irish votes under his leader- 
ship, will calla meetingof the party which 
will determine to vote against the Govern- 
ment in the frst division taken after Parlia- 
ment convenes. 

Mr. McCartby is pow in London, and wulle 
declining to say this publiciy for various rea- 
sons, makes no secret of his purpose as 
above statec. Since the English Radicals 
under Laboachere and Samuel Storey, and 
numbering nearly a huaedred votes, are of 
the same miad, the Government would de 
overwhelmingly defeated. This anion with 
the Exmglish Radicals would free Irish mem- 
bers from the charge of deserting the 
Liberal party. The defiant rejection by 
the Lords of the home rule bil! 


and of the evicted tenants bill, and the 
utter impossibility of secaring a Liberal ma- 
jority in that body for any measurable time 
to come are facts now recognized as prevent- 
ing the passage of any Irish reform measure 
whatever, so long as the Lords remalu a co- 
ordinate legislative body. 


MUST FACE THE ISSUE. 

The Prime Minister, therefore, will be ex- 
pected to say at Bradford that he means to

Liberal caucus last August, for the practical 
abolition ofthe veto or kewill be put out 
of office, and an appeal to 
country forced on this issue. 
the exact condition te-day, bat 
added that Lord Rosebery d @xpected to 
make this statement at Bradford and that 
Mr. McCarthy and the Radical leaders have 
such assuranges of it that they Bow «keep si- 
lent sofaras public state ot their in- 
tentions is concerned. Whatéver may be 
Rosebery'’s personal feeling or official belief, 
as to the wisdom of this movemen just at this 
juncture, or of the prospect of a success- 
ful issue to it, within the life of 
this Parliament or this generation, ne mast 
certainly lead in it now, resign his office 
within two months to another leader, or see 
it precipitated upom the country by a dls- 
cefui defeat of his administration at the 
first opportunity. It is, moreover, certain 
that Mr. McCarthy and his followers must 
press this action on the Liberal Government 
or lose their foliowing at home. 

This crisis in the bistory of the Libera! 

arty has been slowly forming for months, 
Bat it has now reached a climax. 

Michael Davitt, who has recently written 
to New York intimating that this is the in- 
tention of the party, leaves shortly on a 
lecturipg tour in Australia. He been 
under a loag-stanéing promise to visit Aus- 
tralia, but has hitherto been prevented by 
political affairs in ireland. In the present 
case, also, strong pressure is being brought 
to bear to induce him to postpone his tour, 
as he is one of the most powerful influences 
in Ireland against dissension, Dut he cannot 
afford to abandon the project, both because 
of again disappointing his Australian 
admirers who have repeatedly invited 
him, and because the lectures promise to be 
a great financial success, and he is a poor 
man with a growing family. He won't return 
to Ireland until the end of the summer and 
if the general election occurs during his 
absenee. he is certain to be sent to Parila- 
ment, though strongly opposed to re-enter- 
ing that y. 

Joux BURNS. 

John Burns has been deputed to attend the 
annual conference of the Federation of Labor 
at Denver in December, as the delegate of 
the Farllamentary Committee of the British

Hardin Said to Have Come Direct to this City From the Missouri Pen- 
itentiary—He and Elrod Disappeared After Their Photograph Gal- 
lery Burned Out—Next Heard From When Accused of Stealing 
$35,000 From the Wells-Fargo Hxpress Co.—Hardin Tells 
a Strange Story of How He Was Compelled to Execute Crimes.

HWASHVILLE, Tenn, Oct. 18.—The testimony 
in the Hardin-Elrod case was brought to a 
close yesterday afternoon and the argument 
began this morning.

Loulsan, once a prominent official, was in 
Louisville on business and met there, quite 
by accident, a young man of fine presence 
and pieasing manners named Chariton El- 
rod, son of the oldest and most important 
grapher in that city. 
ward the St. Louisan was surprised to re- 
ceive a letter from Eirod, gnnouncing the 
Jatter’s intention of starting in business in 
this city, and making inquiries as to wheth- 
or or not there was an established gallery 
which he could purchase. The favorable 
impression made at their first meeting, 
coupled with a naturally obliging aisposi- 
tion, caused the gentieman to look around 
for an opening for his young Louisville ac- 
quaintance, and he soon after reported that 
Fox, the photographer at 808 North 
sixth street, was willing to sell. 
Upon receiving this information Elrod came 
to st. Louis and bought Fox out, paying him 
with gilt-edge promises, but mo cash. Elrod 
was a splendid photographer, and was such 
a nice, agreeable. felldw that he speedily 
worked up a lucrative business, bis St. Louis 
friend introducing him in society and aiding 
himinevery possible way. Elrod brought 
bis wife with him, a woman of rare beauty 
and varied accomplishments, and who won 
friends quite as rapidly as did ber handsome 
husband. They lived at Washington and 
Vandeventer avenues. It was not long, 
however, before Elrod began to show an- 
other side to bis character, and one by one 
nis substantial friends, who did aot like the 
femiliar manner ia which be treated their 
wives and daughters, dropped bim, and he 
Grifted into a fast set and beeame a familiar 
character at the down-town resorts. 

Elrod had been bat a short time lust. 
Louis when a strange man appeared at the 
gallery and was jnatroduced as Charlies A. 
Hardin. It was givea out that he had 
bought an interest in the business, but Har- 
din never said so himself. nor dia he say 
much about anything. He was a shy, re- 
served sort of fellow, the direct opposite of 
the genial, talkative Birod. He was seldom 
geen anywhere outside of the gallery and if 
an acquaintance chanced to meet him on the 
street he would hurry pastthem. The rea- 
‘pon was that Hardin was masquerading un- 
Ger an. assumed name. His real name was 
Ketchum. He was fresh from the Missouri 
Penitentiary, where be had served a six 

tgentence on three different charges 
stealing a sample trunk from a Simmons 
Hardware Uo. salesman, ang casbiag two 
Grafts. These crimes were commit- 
ted at Kirksville, Mo., where.Kejchum was 
known as Frank Ralston, he having changed 
after be escaped from the Kansas

obligations that were being pressed by bad- 
| tempered creditors, and Hardin olaimed that 
when he locked the gallery up and left it, an 
hour before the fire was discovered, every- 
| thing was then all rigut. Charles E. Carroll, 
the insurance adjuster, had his suspicions 
aroused as soon as he entered the burned 
out gallery, and that night, after he had 
gone home, he was called to the aoor bya 
noisy and continued ringing of the bell. His 
visitor was ast ranger and was so drunk he 
could not stand steady or talk very intelli gi- 
biy. The inebdriate muttered something 
about Elrod’s gallery having been set afire 
and that he knew who did it and could tell 
all about it, but Mr. Carroll shut him off from 
making farther revelations by saying he 
never transacted business at his home. He 
told his calier to come to his office the next 
Gay and if he had any information 
of value sothe underwriters he woula be 
liderally compensated, but he bas never set 
eyes on the man since, notwithstanding that 
detectives searched the city high and low for 
him for Over a month. 

The result of this visit was to strengthen 
the suspicions Carroll had already 
formed and on pushing an investigation 
much else was discovered to indicate that 
the place was purposely set afire. In the frst 
place Eirod was head over heels in debt and 
sorely harassed by creditors and constables. 
KugeneJ,Cuendet had a mortgage od his gal- 
lery and was threatening every day to fore 
close. Dogen of other creditors were troub- 
ling him. Coupled with this was the belief 
that the outfit was insured for a sum far in 
excess of its value, the policies being among 


$4,000. Carroll was also satisfied that the 
piace could not have caught fire unless 
the Ore was purposely started. One 
Gay word reached him that Hardin had 
threatened tokilihim unless the insurance 
was soon adjested. This was brought by 
two different persons, who cialmed to have 
heard Hardin make the threats. Mr. Carro 1. 
who is a powerful man, started out at once 
to und Hardin and met nim on Broadway. 
Telling him what ne nad heard, Mn tarroll 
informed Hardin that'if he had any murderous 
intentions, he might as weil begin @€xecuting 
them at once, but Hardin denied ever hav- 
ing said anything ofthe kind. After delay- 
ing payment for over three months, the in- 
surance people decided that they could not 
prove a case of incendiarism and settled 
with him for $2,250, Just one-half the amount 
at which he estimated his loss. 

Elrod disappeared and not leng after 
wrote the st. Loulsan, who was in- 
strumental in bringing him here, that 
his father had died and left 
him a fortene. He algo Wrote 
to Hardin, who had remained in St. Louls 
and was employed in O. J. Lewis’ auction 
store, to join him in Louis ville, ashe had a 
good place for him therein his photograph 
gallery. Soon after Hardin’s departure the 
same St. Louisan got another letter from El- 
rod, telling ttat Hardin’s health would not 
stand confinement, and requesting a letter 
of recommendation for Hardin that would 
aid him in getting employment with the 
Adams Express Co. The st. Louisan thought- 
lessiy sent the desired letter ana 6u Dée- 
quently replied favorably to inquiries made 
by a guarantee concern that furnished Her- 
Gin’s bond. The st. Loulsan has had good 
reasons to regret this act of kindness ever 
since, for he has been badgered almost con- 
tinuously by detectives, who were sent here 
to look up Hardin’s record after the my te 
rious disappearance of $35,000 that was in. 
trusted to his care. 

Strongly recommended by Elrod, who bore 
a good reputation in Louisville, and with the 
letter sent by the St. Loulsan, Hardin was 
made an express messenger between Cin. 

nnatiand Nashville. In a confession that 

e recently made he said that his securing 
the place was in Keeping with a Plot con- 
cocted by Elrod to rob the express cam pany 
end that he was driven to another crime by 
Elrod’s threat to deliver him up to tne Kan- 
sas City authorities if he inched in carrying 
out his part of the proposed robbery, a con- 
fession that has been to some extent cor- 
roborated by testimony Drought out at the 
trial during the past two weeks. On Noy 
27, 1892, Hardin received at Cincinnati, with 
other express matter, two packages of 
money, one containing $25,000 and the 
other $10,000, both consigned from New Torx 
City to Galveston, Tex. When these pack - 
ages were received at Galveston it was found 
that the seals had Deen tampered with, the 
money abstracted and replaced by paste- 
board and brown paper. The Wells-Fargo 
was the delivering companyand OCapt..J. F. 
Donge of this city, chief detective for the 
Wells-Fargo, burried to Galveston as soon as 
the theft was reported. He traced the pack- 
ages over the Various routes till he came to 
Hardin’s run and there he found sufficient 
evidence to justify the suspicion that Hardin 
bade packages trom which th

They hada half bour’s conversation 
and Elrod immed@ately returned to Louls- 
ville, the meeting being reported to Dodge 
by a detective who was shadowing Hardin. 
ardin was arrested, more on suspicion 
thenonany direct evidence against him, 
but the express company not being able to 
prove his zullt he was released from custo- 
dy. Then he turned round and sued the com- 
pany for 50,000 for false imprisonment. 

A pecullar condition now arose. With the 
discharge of Hardin, the Adams Express of- 
fcials claimed they were released from lia- 
bility and, alleging that they had delivered 
the packages in good condition to the Wells 
Fargo, threw the entire responsibiiity for 
the loss upon that company. The elis- 
Fargo, accordingly, made good the $36,000, 
but has not once lost sizht of Hardin. Fora 
year and a half their detectives were con 
stantly at his heels and one da last 
spring, when he took fright and fled to 
Arkansas, Capt. Dodge remained near his 
home to see the sort of correspondence Mrs. 
Hardin would receive. He soon found out 
that she was getting frequent letters from 
Elrod, and so he stepped into the house ad- 

olning that occupied by Hardin’s wife and 

rs. Brauen, her tmother, and asked the 
people if they would not Kindly call Mrs. 
Mrauen over. They did so, and almost the 
first remark the detective made after he had 
introduced himself was a regeest that she go 
back as quick as ske could and bring to bim 
every one of those letters. ‘Terrified by his 
stern manner and commanding voice, the 
woman obeyed, and in a few minutes the de- 
teetive was in possession of dozens of letters 
thathad been writtento both Hardin and 
his wife by Elrod. Some of them were in 
cipher, but the key was in a chapter of the 
Bible and under Mrs. Bratien’s instruction 
the detective speedily transiated them. The 
letters were introduced to prove EKlrod's 
connection with the express robbery, andthe 
further confesston made by Mrs. Brauen was 
made the basis of definite action. 

Mrs. Brauen last week repeated her con- 
fession on the witness stand. She told how 
she first met Hardin some thirteen years ago 
when his name was Ketchum, and how he 
bad eloped with her daughter and married 
ber at Westport, Mo. Prior to that he had 
lived in Kentucky, and was born ina photo- 
graph gallery run by the elder Elrod. He and 
Chariton Eirod had known each other from 
infaney. Hardin's crimes in Kansas City 
were related. and the additional fact 
that he bad served a term inthe penitentiary 
at Jefferson ty and had aiso escaped from 
the Kansas City officers when arrested for 
another crime. Coming down to the express 
robbery, she told how she was visiting her 
daughter in Louisville in November, 1892, 
and that about 8 o’ciock one morning a few 
days after Thanksgiviog Hardin came into 
the house, awoke her and bis wife and told 
them to get out ef town as soon as 
possible, He gave Mrs. Brauen a 
pacsage containing 88. 000 and another pack 
axe of money be gave to his wife. Mrs. 
Brauen took the first train for Pittsburg, 
where she was then running a boarding- 
house, ana Mrs. Hardin went the same day 
to Cincinnati. Not long after Mrs. Brauen 
got a letter from Hardin, directing her to 
join her daughter in Chicago. She did so and 
was met there by both Hardin and his wife. 
Hardin gave her another big package of 
money and instructed her to buy a 
handsome house in her own name and 
take Mrs. Hardin to it. She DSought 
a place at Mvoreland, a suburb of Chicago, a 
horse and phaetosa and other luxuries. Oue 
day a letter came from Hardin, asking her 
to come to Louisville to take home from 
there a valuable picture. She went and met 
tiardin in the rear room ot Elrod's gallery. 
Elrod explained to ber that tber had a large 
amount of money which they desired her to 
take home and care for. She was givena 
big package of Dills, stie said, and was in- 
structed to return by the first train to 
Mooreiand, which she did, and placed the 
money in a bureau drawer. Hardin followed 
her, and taking a door from its hinges, mor- 
tised an opening in the Dottom, put the 
money in it and rehung tbe door. Afterward, 
when any of them wanted money, they 
helped themselves from tue door. Hardin 
remained for sometime at Mooreland under 
the name of Charles E. Leslie and crank 
hard. Elrod paid them frequent visits. Har- 
din bought outa billard ball aad also pre- 
— * to have a cotton plantation in the 
South.

THE CHASE. 

One day Hardin saw Capt. Dodge in 
Mooreland and, hastening home, he told 
Mrs. Brauen and his wife that the deteelives 
were on his track, and he must leave at once. 


This was last February. He sold the house 
that day at a dig sacrifice and left 
on the night train for Indianapolis, and 
from there to Fort Wayne, where he 
wrote Mrs. Brauen to come and join 
them. She did so, and Dodge again 


went to Fort Smith, Ark., where his parents 
live. It was then that Capt. Dodge got the 
confession from Mrs, Brauen, and the pack 
age of letters written by Elrod. With this 
information, Supt. Simpson of the Wells,

‘ PEREROUSON, MO. 


Orville mith, Whe Was Suppesed te

the Cenvention — The New Cen- 
gressional Committec. 


Thomas H. Coppinger, of Ferguson, Mo., 
was nominated for Congress by the Demo- 
crate of the Tenth Missouri district at Union 
Capitol Hall in this city yesterday afternoon. 

The convention was called for 2 p. m., but 
was extremely slow in getting to work, 
owing to the uncertainty of many of the 
delegates as to the most available man to 
nominate. An almost desperate effort was 
made in the morning to get Mr. Alex De 
Menilto run, but that gentlemen resisted all 
importunities, and the St. Louis County dele- 
gates, wo had made the overtures, decided 
to find aman oftheirown, They picked out 
Mr. Coppinger, whose name has never 
been mentioned in connection with 
the {honor, and as the thing 
turned out, Mr. Coppinger must have been 
practically nominated before thetime came 
for calling the convention. But this was not 
generally known among the delegates, and 
foran hour after the business could have 
been done, the entire convention stood about 

he Bobemian saloon at Ninth street and 
Allen avenue, in an almiess sort of way, as 
as if expecting a candidate to drop from the 
sky. Mr. R. R. Southard and Mr. 
Orville Smith had hed their 
lightning rods elevated bigh all 
day, dut neither — . to be acquainted 
with the right people to do the business, 
and while they waited for introductions the 
St. Louis County people got their wires all 
strung. About 4 o’clock Chairman Broad- 
head of the Congressional Committee, lea 
the way up stairs, and the delegates were 
quickly composed and ready for proposals. 
Mr. Broadhead called to order, and 
introduced Dr. John Pittman of st. Louis 
County as temporary Chairman; and 
Mr. James I. Jones was choses tempo- 
rary Secretary. After some delay, the cus- 
tomary Committees on Credentials and Per- 
manent Organization were named and a 
recess taken.

who, witha staf! of competent assistants, 
made at ugb gurvey Of the line and esti- 
mated the total cast of completing the road 
at $2,500,000. In 189i, while Jones was pros- 
ecuting his work, Santiago Periz Triana 
Came tothis city and persuaded the Gov- 
ernor tosend a commission to London for 
the double purpose of letting the 
contract for the road and negotiating a loan. 
Though Triana’s record in New York was 
not fully Known, yet in View of vague 
rumors efioat the Governor did not deem it 
advisable to invest him witb an official char- 
acter, but decided to send him in the capaci- 
ty of guide and friend of a native of Medel 
lin. e returned ia August, 1892, with a con- 
tract signed by Messrs. Punchard, Lowther 

Co., who were to construct the road in 
four years for $6,250,000, and to issue a loan 
for Antigonia secured by the local spirit tax, 
amounting to about $1,200,000) a year, and a 
national yearly subsidy of about $200,000. It 
has sines been discovered that by a private 
agreement with the contractors he was to 
recvuive a commission of 3 per cent on the 
estimated cost of the road. On their return 
to ColomDia, 'riana and the nominal Antigo- 
nian Commissioner “Were accompanied by 
William Ridley, a legal representative of the 
firm, authorized to close the negotiations. 
In the West Indies they fell in with an un- 
expected rival, E. Britton of New York, who 
was on his way here on a similar errand, 
well supplied with letters to the 
President of Colombia and otuer 
prominent men. He claimed to represent 
a powerful combination of American railway 
men ready to build the road, and showed 
pag copies ofa contract with which tne 
nulish agreement could not compete. ihe 
situation was critical, but Triana was equal 
to it. He brought about a compromise, 
which Punchard 4 Co. ratified by cabie, 
through which $50,000 was paid to Britton, 
and the competition was avoided. It is worth 
noting that Britton was an old friend of 
Triana, and subsequent disclosures leave 
ground for suspicion that the 
meeting or the rivals was not 
entirely by chance, indeed, serious 
doubts are entertained as to the existence of 
the American capttalists who Britton says he 
represented. The commissioners scarcely 
set foot on Columbian soll when they learned 
that Jones had finished his survey and was 
preparing his estimate, which there was 
reason to fear woulu be below the views of 
the intending contractors. A letter was sent 
to nim offering to make it worth his while 
to exaggerate the cost of the road. He re- 
turned a contemptuous answer, worked out 
an honest estimate, pg snapper it to 
the Government, and left the country. 
Strange to say the greut Giscrepancy between 
the estimate and the one Dy the English con- 
tractors failed to put the Governor on his 
ward. Triana convinced him that a tricky 
fankee railroad such a* Jones proposed 
might cost about $2,500,000, but that ihe 
country should go in for something solid and 
Eoglish. The publictook a different view, 
ana the press commented unfavorably on the 
proposed scheme, but in spite of all opposi- 
tioa Triana got the contrat ratified. An office 
was opened here and Mr. spencer sent out 
from London as constructing engineer, 
and consulting engineers were appoluted by 
the wovernment. Large sums of money 
handed to spencer on certificates signed by 
the consulting engineers disappeared, but 
months glided by, the contractors’ prom.- 
ises were uafulfilied regarding the loan, and 
the old road was not extended a single yard 
—was not even Kept in repair. A political 
conspiracy was discovered in Bogeta in 
which itiriana’s father was supposed 
to be implicated. Ine government ore 
Gered his arrest and seized tis corre 
pondence. Among the papers were doc- 
uments belonging to his son, relating tothe 
road, revealing that CoiadmDian officials of 
high stahding had recéived large bribes. 
This discovery led to ‘Tridna’s arrest. A 
year after the signing ofthe contract there 
was nothing to snow ior the money paid out. 
though ‘Triana and dis English friends 
attempted to charge for Jones’ survey as 
Original work, and attempted to get 
back the $50,000 paid to Britton, presenting a 
bill tor what they cailed ‘‘preilminary ex- 
penses. Under such circumstanées the 
annulment of the contract br the Legislature 
could scarcely cause surprise. Triana s- 
caped from prison and fied to Venezuela. 
The London firm lost heaviiy, but gets no 
sympathy, for its members knew iriana’s 
history. 


A High Indebtedness. 


New YORK, Bet. 18.—Triana flashed on New 
York in 1885 as a merchant and head of the 
firm of Perez Triana & Co, commission mer- 
chants. His light went out in 1890, when he 


Gisappeared, leaving. his affairs in suen 
a condition that after four years 
of hard work neither the tawyers nor 
anyone else can tell now much he owes, It 
is certain that his indebDtedness runs very 
high. Triana, not yet years old, is the 
oldest son of Dr. Santiago Perez, President 
of the Republic of Colombia from 1874 to 1876, 
but now living in Germany. Educated in 
Europe, he speaks several languages and is 
@ master of language in more senses than 
One, for he is an eloquent speaker.

Strauss Compositions to Be Played by All 
the Great Orchestras of Buropr, T°.» 
lowed by Feasting, Dancise and den- 
eral Rejoiciug. 


Johann strauss, king in the realms of n 
music, celebrates to-morrow his fiftieth an-; 
piversary as the most popular orchestra 
leader and composer. In his honor Vienna 
will don festive garb, and Strauss waltzes 
will be pjayed in all the concert rooms, cafeg 
and dance halls. : : 

The waltz king, who willl be 69 years of ane 
on the 2th of this month, vegan Iie with a 
name that sounded well in the ears of the 
music-loving people, Johann Strauss, the 
father, had borne the title of ‘‘waltz King“ 
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for many years, when his son's great talent 
asserted itself. He looked upon it with ill. 


fiesh aud blood if he could helpit. So he put 
the boy intoa mercantiic business and ad- 
mopished him not to regard himself in any 
way asa budding genius. ‘ 
But Johann,. Jr., feared bis parent only as 
long as be was in his immediate presence. 
He gathered a number of talented fiddlers 
a round nim with whom to study and prac- 
tice, and before he knew it was leader of a 
full-fledged orchestra. That was in 1844. 
Years passed by. The Emperor Francis 
Joseph nominated the waltz king court 
ball music director,’’ and German princelets 
sent him orders and decorations. The (zar 
and the Emperor of the Frenth likewise hon- 
ored him in their own style, but Johann 
Strauss remained the same genial fellow, no 
matter where he swung his magic bdton in 
the balls of royalty or in the smoxe-filled 
cafe.

The only 
Kli that is required u a general Knowledge 
of anatomy and sufficient experience to pre- 
vent the fluid from Sowing so fast that the 
biood will eoagulate, and thus cause discol- 
oration ofthe skin. 

From a quart toa gallon anda half of faid 
is injected, according to the size and charar- 
ter of the subject, one injeetion deing gen- 
erally sufficient, if properly administered, to

THE BGYPTIAN PROCESS. 

Herodotus described minately the process 
by which the Egyptians preserved their 
dead. First the brains were drawn out 
through the nostrils by a curved instrament 


andthe cavity filled with spices, Then the 
viscera was removed and the ab- 
domen filled with pounded myrrh, 
cassia and other fragant drugs, and after 
the incision was sewed up the body 
was rubbed with oll of cedar 
for thirty successige days, or else soaked for 
seventy daysin a strong solution of alter. 
At tne expiration of this time the body was 
wrapped round with strips of fine linen and 
afterwards covered with a gummy sub- 
stance. Sometimes the face and hands were 
glided and jewels were placed on the breast 
and a plece of gold coin in. the 
mouth, The coffinwas made of sycamore 
wood and opened and shut lengthwise like a 
violin case. The top was formed in the shape 
ofabuman headanda female face painted 
on it, the trunk being one eontinuous piece, 
with a broad pedestal at the bottom to ena- 
ble itto stand. upright. Hundreds of these 
Mummies are still in existence and can de 
seen in every important museum, 

There isacommon impression with many 
that the art died with the ancient embalmers 
of Egypt, but this Is corrected by historians, 
who present abundant proof that embaim- 
ing was successfully practiced in European 
countries for many centuries, and when the 
Spaniards .conquered Peru it is told 
that they found in the great Temple 
of the sun the fllustrious rulers of 
300 years, each in imperial robes 
and splendid ornaments. his hands crossed

oéntury in duration. In 1881-32 Holmes. then 
@ mere lad of 22 or 28, had contributed to a 
monthly (now so scarce that there are prob- 
ably not a dozen copies extant) a couple of 
atticles under the heading of the ** autocrat 
of the Breakfast Table. When, in 1857, the 
managers of the Adtantic Monthly asked 
Holmes to contribute a serial to its pages, 
he remembered these productsof his boy- 
hood and thought it would bea curious ex- 
periment to shake the same bough again and 
gee if the ripe fruit were better or worse than 
the early winafalls. : 

Itisan interesting and valuable literary 
lesson for us to go back to this defunct peri- 
odical,read the older essays which bave never 
before deen republished, and so compare 
the unripe windfalls of youth with the golden 
harvest of maturity. 

The *“‘Autocrat’’ articles, however, are not 
the only treasure trove to be foundin these 
dusty tomes. Young Oliver wasa constant 
contributor to their pages. He sent in poetry 
as woll as prose. And it is worth noting 
how much surer his touch was in the frst 
than in the latter. Some of his best poems 
„ro an Insect,’’ My Aunt’’—really aston- 
{shing productions for a stripling—are to be 
found here. 

The prose is comparatively immature. It 
is immensely clever, to be sure, with the 
cleverness of a marvelously precocious boy. 
At times it had even a certain profundity of 
thought. And, again, for whole sentences at 
atime, you fee? thatthe boy is more than 
the mere prophetic hint of the man, that his 
prose has the continuous sparkle, ‘‘the 
electrical tingle of hit upon hit, which we 
are apt to associate with the name of 
Holmes. But, though the alertness and 
Vivacity are all there, with an occasional 
gleam ofthe higher wisdom, the certainty 
and confidence ofthe man are iacking, In 
sporting phrase, the boy has not yet caught 
his gait. 

This very fact makes this.early prose all 
the more interesting as a study in Mterary 
development. 

Here, therefore, are the articlesin their 
entirety :

Yet here and 
there is a propage? of nie maturer prose 
style, and in spirit the whole is in exact ac- 
cord with the similar observations in the 
Autocrat, If we could be certain, therefore, 
that the article is by Hoimes, it would be an 
interesting task to compare bis early essay 
with the later o.e and sée how much Holmes 
gained in clearness of exposition, in hamor 
of statement, in wit, in point.

This. Article for the First Time Just What It Is—What Work the 
Precinct and Ward Men Do, and How They Do It—What Share 
the Big Men Take in the Campaign—The Rewards They Receive—

The political machine isan iatangibie 
automaton, bat none the less real for that. 
isnotthe Campaign Committee, nor the 
paign organ, nor the eampaign boss, but 
the mobilised mentality represented by all 
of these. Ia this city a dozen men im each of 
the leading les constitute the ma 
chine’’ of t party, and when one is saw- 
ing good, hard wood the other is commonly 
oiling up its gearings. Rarely, indeed, are 
both machines in fine working order in the 
game campaign. 

The Republican organisation of St, Louis is 
compact and under excellent discipline; the 
Democratic organization is diffused and al- 
ways subject to trous fits of mutiny. 
With but few e ptions the Democratic 
Central Committee is composed of real ward 
dictators, who callno men master when the 
time comes tosetup the primary election 
delegations; while the Republican committee 
is composed almost wholly of mere ward 
manikins, who teke the appointive positions 
that are parceled out to them and do what 
they are told around election time. 
The Republican Central Committee 
can de, and hes deen, expanded 
to thirty or more members; and supplied 
with a Secretary who was never chosen by a 
ward meeting; but the Democratic Commit 
tee basso far successfully resisted every 
measure that looked like an encroachment 
on the prerogatives of the committeeman im 
his ward. 

in the Democratic party the first requisite 
of a ward leader is capacity to mix and abil- 
ity to make every relation in life subservient 
tosome political plan. He isexpected to 
choose his tatlor, his butcher, his physician 
and bis minister with especial reference to 
political machination—aye, even te marry 
and be given in marriage in the same behalf; 
but the Republican Committeeman is ex- 
pected to be a mere orderly on the staf of 
the general boss and to say nothing and do 
less until ne gets his cue. In return for his 
service he is rotated around in whatever po- 
sitions bis party can acquire at the succes- 
sive elections, but always with the under- 
standing that when he falls to carry his ward 
he will be retired to private life. The Dem- 
ocratic Committeeman, on the other hand, 
is almost always engaged in a vocation 
wholly independent of or only remotely 
allied to politics; and his independence can 
be accounted forgon other grounds than that 
of nationality. e gets his perquisites, it is 
true, dat not so thorougly on the labor-and- 
capital plan asthe Republican worker. He 
wpually receives only what his mative 
shrewdness and ability to effect profitable 
combinations will secure. 

WHAT IS REQUIRED OF HIM, 

ut on the surface the methods of the 
Republican and the Democratic Committee 
are very similar. They are both long resi- 
dents of the ward; both genial fellows even 
on slight acquaintance; both must Know a 
great many facts about a great number of 
voters, and to be able to remember those 
facts at the proper time. They must de free 
with their money and ready to perferm al- 
most any sort of neighboriy service in tke 
most gracious and agreeable manner; bat 
they must also be individuals of decision, 
and good haters. Their usefulness depends 
upon their ability to make a commercial com- 
modity of social intercourse, to und a way 
to mec every man they meet and necessarily 
they must be excellent judges of human 
mature. It is their serious duty to be on 
speaking terms with every man, woman, 
ebtid and dog in the ward, and to know when 
to De Obsequious and when familiar, The 
ceommitteeman’s real political duties occapy 
bat a small portion of his time, but prepara- 
tion to engage in their performance is alwars 

on. He must know a hundred facets 
concerning hisjneighbors before he can safely 
set up a delegation for a primary election or 
eall a mas- meeting with any assurance that 
he can get it to do his will.

noted where Republican hates Repablican 
and Democrat loathes Democrat with unre- 
mitting uenction. One word will explain this 
—treachery. Politiéal transactions are nec- 
essarily secret and lack the force of legal 
compacts; so, i a promise turns out to have 
been unwisely made it can be broken with no 
consequence more serious than reproaches, 
or in rare instances,@ personal encounter. 
Honor in the political arene is almost as rare 
as honor at the gambling table—every con- 
testant is there to win, donorabiy if he can, 
dut at all events to win. 

When the workers in a ward have all been 
aligned according to individual interest—for 
workers are never disinterested—they are set 
at their respective tasks. The leader of the 
opposition has all the privileges in the ward 
possessed by the committeemaa in the call- | 
ing of meetings, enroliment of partisars and 
missionary work with candidates, but he 
cannot sit in the Central Committee, aad he 
has no share in the campaign fund. His 
mupitions must come from well-to-de oppo- 
nents of the policy and candidates repre- 
sented by the committeeman, and nis 
helpers must, for the most part, do their 
work on trust. The committeeman is apt 
to have the assistance of incumbents in 
office—though he does not always—but all 
hig advantages are very frequently more 
than couaterbalanced by the umpopularity 
of his campaign. When the voters of the 
party repudiate him at the primary election 
his usefulness as a member of the commit- 
tee ends and he is always retired. But as 
long as he can run mass meetings and carry 
delegations he is sure of hie seat. The com- 
mitteeman and his opponent persue 
their labors along the same lines. 
There are voters to register 
and secure naturalization for, catcuses 
with chiefs and conferences with candidates 
to attend, sessions at home with the squads 
who are taking census aad registering and 
naturalizing, and canvassingfor funds with 
which to carry on the war if no genera! fund 
is accessible. The Central Committeemen 
must be foot-loose; if a salaried man his em 
pleyer must be induigent, and he must have 
a horse and buggy at his command. He is 
fortamate if de has an alliance with one or 
more large employers of voting laborers— 
suchas the managerof a atreet railway or 
the owner of a big factory. 

THE RECORDER OF VOTERS. 

In this city, the party workers have much 
to do with the Recorder of Voters; and the 
possession of this office by the Democrats is 
counted as a great advantage. This advan- 
tage is doubtless overestimated by the Re- 
paebdlicans, dut it is not all imaginary. For 
instance, the Recogder can rmit Demo- 
cratic workers to carry transfer cards out to 
their wards, and save the time and expense 
of bringing the voter to the City Hall; ana 
can withhold the privilege from the Republi- 
cans; and be can swear a man who has lost 
bis naturalisation papers, accepting evi.

THE CITY HALL WILL BOT BE FINISHED 
DURING THE COMING YEAR. 
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Railread Bridges, Whieh Are Necessary 
te Travel in St. Leuis, Ought te Be 
Built at Once—New Hespitals Needed 
and Ol4 Eleemesymary Institutions 
Need Refitting and Repairing. 


The eity of St. Louls is im need ot money 
with which to carry on work that has been 
begun and to begin work that is believed to 
be necessary. The heads of the various de- 
partments of the city government are all 
clamoring for money to carry out some 
project, yet itseems that the Municipal As- 
sembly when it meetg wil! not make any ap- 
propriations except for such purposes as are 
regarded as emergencies. 

The appropriation made for painting the 
Court house at the special session of the 
Municipal Assembly was thought to be 
sufficiently urgent to be treated as an emer- 
gency. The appropriation made for tze 
purpose of paying the clerks employed by 
the Ziegenhein commission made at the same 
time was also Deileved to be an emergency. 
It is said that the appropriations made by 
the Municipal Assembly before Jan. 1, 1895, 
will be restricted to such emergencies and 
that no large sums will be appropriated.

Math of the Board of Public Worgs thinks 
that $1,000,000 would p y for all the work that 
could be dene on the ® new City Hall advan- 
tageously, during the coming year. 

Ta work of completing the railroad 
briages, President McMath Delieves, is work 
that should be done at once. The estimated 
cost of building the bridges across the tracks 
may Deatrife inaccurate as it was made a 
year ago, andthe land that will dave to be 
purchased has changed in value since that 
time. The urst bridges to be bullt will be on 
Grand avenue, Fourteenth street, Twelfth 
street, Chouteau avenue, King’s Highway, 
Oo ton avenue and on Clark avenue. 
President McMath is of the opinion that 
these bridges should be constructed just as 
soon as possible as he says travel is 
impeded by the lack of the bridges. 
He is also of the opinion that the repairs 
on the various institutions should be made 
as soon as possible. The project of dullaing 
a new City — 2 1 he thiaks, might be 
postponed until the other work is done. It 
is proposed to bulla the new hospital on the 
grounds adjacent to the old City Hospital 
and to use the old building as an adjunct to 
the new one. 

Richard Southard, Sewer, Commissioner, 
thinks that if he had about half a million of 
dollars he could make the sewer system of 
St. Loulsa modelone. He has no hope of 
getting any such sum, however, and will ask 
for $80,000 to bulid sewers which will prevent 
a repetition of the nuisance caused by the 
River Des Peres during the warm weather of 
the past summer. There are other places, 
he says, that are in just as bad condition, 
and he needs money to improve the general 
condition of the sewage system. 

Water Commissioner Holman says that he 
needs about $500,000 also for various purposes 
but he will nut ask for an appropriation at 
the present time. 

Park Commissioner Fechter will make a 
modest demand for $10,000 to improve the 
roadways in Forest Park. He would like to 
have an appropriation Imade before next 
summer which would enable him to increase 
the force of park policemen, but he intends 
to keep silent on the subject untl early in 
the year of 1896. 

It is certain, however, that the gentlemen 
mentioned in the foregoing will not get the 
appropriations, and in many instances they 
will not for them for the reason that they 
know their request would be useless. At the 
end of the last fiscal year, April 9, all the 
money available except a small amount was 
appropriated by the Municipal Assembly. 
The amount which was not appropriated was 
held as an omergeney reserve fund. It 
has been a ented slightly by the increase 
in tax colleetions. The est amount of 
taxes that would be collected was neces- 
sarily a conservative estimate, and it was 
expected thatthe amount actually collected 
would be more than the amount estimated. 
From the emergency reserve fund will come 
such appropriations as the pay of the clerks 
in the Ziegenbein commission and to paint 
the Court-house. Comptrolle? Sturgeon says 
that it is necessary to prevent on- 
croachments upon this fund, however, and 
illastrates his assertion by saying that a 
cyclone might blow the roof off the City Hall 
or some other catastrophe might require im- 
mediate use of money. He will discourage 
any farther appropriations being made from 
this fund, 4 

Comptroller Sturgeon also believes that the 
police force of this city should be increased 
and would actively advocate the plan if 
there was sufficient money. He says 
that there are a large number of pri- 
vate watchmen employea and he thinks 
that the regular force should be increased, 
He estimates that the cost of increasing the 
force would be $100,000 er for every 100 
patrolmen, He believes tha some steps 
be taken in the near ‘future 
to inerease the force by the addition 
of at least 100 patroimea, The. Munici- 
pal Assembly, however, Will mot make any 
appropriations when it meets exeept small 
amounts which are absolutely necessary. 
The larger amounts will be appropriated 
after Jan. 1, 1895, and at the end of the fiscal 
year April 9, 1895, al the money available, 
except the emergency fund will be appro- 
priated and divided Up in as equitable man- 
ner among the different departments.

Col; Beauchamp Assassinated a Kentucky Statesman Who Traduced 
the Woman He Loved—How Gov. Johnson Prosecuted'’a Man for 
Murder, and, After Securing a Death Penalty Sentence, Had the 
Bentence Commuted, and Subsequently Pardoned the Man While 
Acting Governor of Missouri—Peculiar Story of Circumstantial 
Bvidence in Connection With an Incendiary Fire. 


When Gov. Johnson had Onished telling 
the stories which the last SuxpAr Posr-Dis- 
PATON retold from bis lips, he looked up and 
said: **Those stories mustrate as I told you 
at the oaetset, how one may Onc sentiment 
and often purity as the motive for what 
seems to be a most brutal crime. 

**Now there ts another phase to this study: 
the charaeter of the crime in whieh the mo- 
tive finds expression. A high sentiment 
perverted and provoking murder sometimes 
impels to a base act. Devotion may lead to 
cowardice in its manifestation. A base sen- 
timent, however, will leadtoa base crime, 
as you will notice when | tell you the story of 
an incendiarism. I will illustrate those 


ASSASSINATION. 


1 told you last week the story of a murder 
in which pure, unselfish love, was the im- 
pelling cause. Let me tell you of another 
that to my mind is as interesting as any of 
the famous love tragedies of literature. 

Many years ago, in the same section of 


Kentecky that has been recently made 
notorious by the scandalous acts. of Col 
Breckinridge, there lived and prospered a 
famous Kentuckian named Col. Sharp. He 
Was a politician/a presiding officer in one 
Draach of the Legisiature and dowered with 
such brilliant intellectual capacities that he 

ve promise Of still higher distinction. Like 
— he won the hearts 
ot the people by his masterly 


advanciag upon him: ‘You villain! What 
do you mean by that? That she is not worthy 
you should Ogkt her friend and avenger?’

I re- 
tired early and slept tillilo’clock, when I 
arose, crept out of Mr. Seott’s house and in 
the dead of night made my way to the resi- 
dence of Col, Sharp. All was quiet and still. 
I drew my dagger anc proceeded to the 
door. I Knocked three times. Col. Sharp 
called out, ‘Who is there?’

The bright 
moonlight streamed down upon us. Still 
holding him tightly by the wrist I stripped 
the handkerchief from my face. Sharp cried 
outin tones of horror, astonishment and 
despair, ‘Great God! it is he!’ 

**With this exclamation he fell on his knees 
and tried to jerk loose from me. I let go my 
hold and grabbed him by the throat, dashing 
him Dack against the facing of the door. 
Then I plunged the dagger into his heart. 
Blood spurted from the wound. His head 
sank upon his breast and de rolled over, a 
corpse. Then I hurried away.’’ 


As Gov. Johnsorm fnished reading the re- 
Cital of the tragedy from an old law docu- 
ment, he leaned Dack iu nis chair and said: 

An analysis ot this man’s mind during 
those terrible days and months of passion 
struggle, present ana intensified love, under 
the control and idance of a perverted un- 
Gerstandiag. After the assassination Beau- 
champ and Miss Cook were married. He was 
indicted, tried and semtenced to be hanged. 
Love was as strong in her asin him, and she 
éetermined to de with bim in death. On the 
day previous to the execution they made 
preparations with the greatest degree of 
coolness and deliberation to die by suicide, 
and eaeh drank a potion of laudanum. To 
show the condition of his mind at this time 
let me read from a letter he wrote: 


My beloved wife and I have drunk the 
poison which will waft usinto eternity. We 
can neither of us refrain from singing with 
joy, so n 201 are our anpticipations for the 
scene we will, ere morning’s san, awake in. 

The poison failed in its desired effect and at 
7 o’ clock the sext morning, the day of the 
execation, Beauchamp wrote in hie journal: 
My wife is so fearful of being left alive with 
no means to take ber life and no one to con- 
sole and strengthen her after my déath, I 
have consented to join with her and each 
one of us stab ourselves. I have tried to pre- 
vall upon her to await the will of heaven 
Dut all ia vain. She says I never shall be 
buried till sheis also dead, if she has to 
starve norself to death. She has melted my 
hearttoan acquiescence in her will, for I 
had last night resolved to make nc further 
attempt on life. Bat, oh! I pity her so 
much eas refuse her nothing. God, who 
has forgiven all my sims, I hope will forgive 
this last wicked act that carries me into 
eternmity.’’ 

Beauchamp carried his wife’s wishes into 
execution and stabbed her and himseif on 
the morning of the day he was to have ne

He was indicted for 
com plicity.in the murder of Ostermeyer and, 
largely because of the weak defense made by 
an appointed attorady, he was convicted of 
murder in the first degree and sentenced to 
de — — 

Now Burns thought, as Duffy did, that Os- 
termeyer ought to have been killed, and he 
could not see or understand why Duffy was 
not perfectly justified in killing him, after 
causing the Gisgrace and death of his niece. 
And tben he Was doing the part ot a friend in 
coming with bim to see the work properly 
done. He told me that out West where 
he had been fur several years, they always 
strung up such fellows as Ostermeyer and 
thought nothingef it. §o fully convinced 
was be ot having performed only the good 
and laudable part ofa friend that after my 
recommending to Gov. Browr that his sent- 
ence be commuted to ten yearsin the peni- 
tentiary, he determinedly refused to accept 
it, and there was some discussion at 
the time as to whether he would 
not have to swing, he having repudiated the 
commutation. owever, he, through my 
personal appeal, acquiesced and was duly 
sentenced. About two years afterward 1 
was acting Governor of Missouri and one of 
my first acts Was to send over to the peni- 
tentiary a pardon for Burns. Os the even- 
ing of thag day de called on meat the man- 
sion and dfiter a very pleasant talk he told 
me that he was going Back to Ohio to start 
life anew. 

Five years after, when seated in my office 
one afternoon, a nicely dressed man walked 
in and addressed me by name. It was Burns. 
He had carried Gut dis intention. He 
had gone home and startedanew. From an 
ordinary laborer in a Western mine he had 
become a partner ina firm of extensive rall- 
road contractors, Was well co do, married 
and happy. The good in him which 
prompteu him to uoreasopably and unthink- 
ingly go with Duffy asa friend in trouble 
and distress and which led him into an asso- 
ciation with murder, started in another 
direction, led him isto bonorable success, 
respectable position and complete happ!- 
ness. 

But the novel incidents in Duffy’s case do 
notend here. — would have been par- 
doned also, bat asitold you he beeame in- 
sane. Now let me ten ro of a remarkable 
fact in connection with hisinsanity. Every- 
body knows the influence of mind over mind 
among sane people. The effect of associa- 
tion In assimilating character is well known. 
Boys by assogiation copy the traits of each 
other, and ft is the same Way with men. But 
Duffy’s association in the penitentiary ar- 
fords an apt and forcible illustration of how 
the insane wind may not only affect bat over- 
master the sane mind. 

In the county of Boone, in this State, some 
time in 1870, there was a horrible tragedy 
perpetrated by a man named Tom Connelly. 
tie was a laborer on the rallroad then in 
process of construction. His victim was a 
Mrs. Moore, Who Kept rang. after brea near

After going some distanc® Connelly re- 
turned, went into the dining-room where 
Mrs. oore was at work, seized a carving- 
knife from thetable, at err o: reugsieus- 
ly and inflicted a large r of cut’, any 
one of Which would have proved fatal. She 
died instantiy. 

Connelly cooly left the house and starten 
in the direction of his Companions. The 
alarm was given ang he was promptly cap- 
tured. He seemed perfectly — 
and related accurately What he had done. 
claiming he had @ perfect right to kill Airs. 
» oore,as for some time she had been putting 
poison in tils food, Causing him intense 
suffering both day and night. 

Of course it was notuing but a delusion. 
He was tried and convieted, the prejudice of 
the community being Very strong and the 
testimony as to the mind condition of the 
man rather limited. So thoroughly con- 
vinced, however, was the prosecuting attor- 
ney, Joun H. Overall, that Connelly 
was insane, he wrote a forcible 
to Gov. Brown, recommending com- 
mutation of the sentence to life 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. 
After being confined in the penitentiary for 
two years, Oonnelly, when passing i. the 
line of prisoners up to the man u o gave 
out the bread, — 1 Grew fom nis 
clothing a sharp weapon 400 plunxe.. it into 
the heart of the bread-man. the weapon 
he bad made out of plece of iron, cbtained 
by some meansand Kept Concealed 1) his 
cell and which he had sharpened with great 
care.

‘OOMPLETE HISTORY OF THE BIRTH AND 


GROWTH OF THE TRUST. 


Mow the “ holesale Dealers of the Cen 
try Were Induced te Ester Into Cen- 
tracts With it—How It Conmtrelis « 
Staple Feed Product of 70,000,000 ef 
People—A Timely Revelt. 

* 


The news comes from Chicago that the 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association of that city 
has rebelied against the Sugar Trust. Hence- 
forth it will sell sugar under its own condli- 
tions. Thus, it boldly menaces one of the 
most gigantic trade combinations in the 
world, Heretoforethe wholesale grocers of 
the United States have been the tools of the 
trust. This revolt at Chicago indicates that 
they imtend to be so no longer. They were 
triekeG and cajoled, but they see better 
now. 

The story of their dealings with the trust 
is told here for the frst time, and it forms 
another interesting chapter in the rise of the 
pool which controls a staple article of food 
for 70,000,000 people. 

Ten years ago the sugar business was con- 
Gucted just like any other legitimate branch 
of trade. There were many men in it, and 
there was healthy competition. Refiners 
and dealers were conservative, and were 
satisfied witha safe business and moderate 
profits. Enormous fortunes made in sugar 
were rare. 

By and by new methods were adopted. 
Capital was massed in the sugar business. 
Transportion was eheapened, and the deal- 
ers began to wage war with each other. The 
leading wholesale grocers aimed to extend 
the field of their operations. Each one tried 
to excel in cheaply serving the peblic and 
compelling others to do so. The margin of 
expense and profitin the refining and in the 
distribution of sugar was less than ever 
before. 

But there were acute men in the sugar 
business, who saw that such a course as that 
would not do. New conditions must be cre- 
ated, this they determined, to make them 
better than they were even in the old days. 

Out of this determination arese the union 
by which, as direct employes of the trust 
in the majority of cases, the wholesale 
grocers inthe United States have combined 
with the Sugar Trust to control the price of 
sugar, to limit production, raise prices, 
double, treble and quadruple profits, and 
boycottand drive from business any dealer 
who dares attempt to serve the public more 
cheaply. Prior to 1885, there Bad been little 
organization. In New England an associa- 
tion ol wholesale grocers had existed 
since 1875, which had not at- 


tempted materially to raise prices. 
With headquarters in Boston, its executive 
committee took advantage of the normal 
competition then existing between the ke 
vere refinery andthe Boston refinery to se- 
cure profitable working arrangements with 
each. It includes a contract{with the Boston 
refiners by which they agreed not to sell in 
lots of less than twenty barrels,exceptat Yc 
per pound higher than the wholesale price. 

About 1885 new conditions were created. 
In New York the Havemeyer and der re- 
fneries were extended in a waer that 
made the older firms stand aghast. At Phil- 
adeiphia the Franklin refinery was exteaded 
simiiariy. Bot at the latter city Claus 
Spreckeis bad selected a site and vas plan- 
ning an enormous refinery expressiy to com- 
pete with the Havemeyers. 

So far as conceras the mutual relations of 
the refiners themselves the story is well 
known. After consultation between the 
Havemeyers, who were even then making 
lar profits and rapidly extending their 
trade, and the other refiners who,saw their 
old plants becoming worthless, ‘there wus 
little trouble in coming to an agreement to 
pool their issues,and the original Sugar Trust 
was formed, ‘ 

GETTING THE GROCERS IN, 

The next thing was to organize the whole- 
sale grocers. Howard W. Spurr, wholesale 
grocer of Boston; G. Waldo Sinitn and H. H. 
Holly of New York cOncerred in the sugges- 


tion that tis sugar matter ought to be ar- 
ranged so that everyone concerned would 
secure sure and liberal profits without super- 
fuous worry and cost, ano their co-opera- 
tion was most enthusiastically welcomed by 
such men as Dymond of Cincinnati and Ia- 
busch of Milwaukee, the latter of whom, 
with a genius fur organization, had already 
planned an association between tbe grocers 
of the Mississippi! Valley that would relieve 
the trade of the competition then so preva- 
lent in that section. 

As a result a National Association of 
Wholesale Grocers was formed ih New York 
in June, 1888. A committee, consisting of W. 
J. Johnson of Richmond; H. W. Spurr of 
Boston; G. Waldo Smith of New York; F. W. 
Tabuseh of M@lwaukee and Richard Dymond 
of Cincinnati, was appointed to consult with 
the sugar refiners, which meant the Have- 
meyers, who had long before arranged to 
meet the committee when appointed. 

In the pleasurable excitement tifat fol- 
lowed this step the rest of the business of 
the convention was forgotten, except that

With these papers in his pocket Inbasch 
started eastward. Philadelpbia was on his 
way,and, though he had not much hope 
from such cynical] Ople, who indeed re- 
ferred him to their attorneys, he was pleased 
with their basinese-like promptness. in 
acqulescing on being advised that they would 
not thereby get into legal complications. 

Then they came to New York and found 
Mr. Havemeyer much pleased at their ar- 
rangements. But he concluded it would be 
better not to do anything while 
the McKinley bill was pending. 

was suggested to  Inbusch, how- 
ever, that tue wholesale grocers could 
help their friends, the refiners, to make sure 
of a margin upon refined sugar that would 
leave ample room for liberal commission to 
the «rocers, and that the tite might well be 
spent in properly influencing legislation. 


THE WANTED OPPORTUNITY. 

An opportunity soon arose. This was in 
1889, and on the eve of the meeting of the 
McKinley Congress, and about Aug. 1, 1889, 
there was introdubed by Mr. Seabury of St. 


Paul into a meeting of the Board of Directors 
of the National Grocers’ Association the fol- 
lowing resolution: : 


Whereas, The Wholesale and retail grocers of the 
United States distribate sugar at a loss when the 
interest om Capital employed aad loss from bad 
debts ate considered; and 

Wheréas, These losses are greatly enhanced by 
the high price ef sugar, and this is due largely to 
the heavy Import duty now imposed, whieh 
amounts an the average to about u sents per 
pound; and 

. The revenue derived from this source is 
not needed, and the duty on sugar censtitutes a 
heavy burden alike upon 78.9 and distributors 
of sugar; aud 

Whereas, a free breakfast table has been a de- 
sideratum recognized by ell parties, and tea and 
coffee have long since beer placed upon the list of 
articles of free duty: 

Keselved, that these officers of this association 


be, and are hereby instructed to prepare a petition 
to Congress that sugar be added also to the list of 
articies free of duty. and that said petition be cir- 
eulated :hroughout the United States by the sales- 
mon aud customers of the members of tie asso- 
ciation. 

This was referred to the Execative Com 
mittee of the bodrd, which met on the 24 or 
sd of August. The vote was close; a majority 
of one having voted against it, thus defeat 
ing it. Some of those present were surprised 
to learn afterward that the Sugar Trust was 
Kept fally informed from the inside of all 
that was pending or done at either the board 
or committee meetings of the wholesale gro- 
cers, Noone was more pussled by this than 
was Mr. Inbusch, the Secretary, who natur- 
ally thought that his own frieadly feeling for 
the trust made any attempt on its partto 
have him watched entirely uncalled-for. 

In Jantiary, 1890, the refiners camped in 
Washington and remained there for months; 
but things diu not move to their satisfaction, 
and they sent to each member of the associa- 
tion a preamble and resolution in blank, 
ready to be filled out and signed, demanding 
that inorder to equalize the differenee in 
the cos labor aod materials between 
American and foreign refiners the rate of 
duty on sugar above No. 16 Dutch standard 
should be at least 50 per ceat, instead of 40 
per cent, as proposed in the McKinley 5111. 

A letter was sent to Organizer Inbusch by 
the Grocers’ Association of New York, stat- 
ing thatthey could get New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia to protest against the 
proposition then pending, and asking that 
the margin between rawand refined sugars 
be raised from 6 to 15 per cent. 


PLAYING HIGH CARDS, 
Then the reserves were called out. Each 
member of the Wholesale Grocers’ Associa- 
tion was requested to correspond wit his 


representative at Washington, urging thata 
higher duly be put on refined sugars. Those 
who were supposed to be mest 
influertial were asked gZoO to 
Washington, where Mr. Inbusch 
marskalied them for action, and as was 
triumphantly announced, they there met 
Senators Allison and Spooner and Mr. McKin- 
ley and put the matter before these gentie- 
men as wellas perbaps Ofty other represen- 
tatives, and finally succeeded ip having the 
change made to % and 8-5 cents per pound. 

There seemed to be no reason now why the 
agreement which it professed to be in sucha 
hurry to consummate, and whicheverybody’s 
lawyers had said was legal, should not be 
entered into at onee. Mr. ‘In busch came to 
New Yorg and hinted that the grocers were 
now ready to close arrangements. 

Mr. Searles and Mr. Havemeyer felt that it 
would be well to want and see what the 
Philadelphia refiners would do,“ as they 
wereavery unfeliable lot and might dis- 
agree with each other and perhaps make 
trouble in keeping the proposed agreement 
witirthe Wholesale Grocers’ National Asso- 
ciation. Mr. Iobusch did not understand 
this, but had so much faith in Mr. Have- 
meyer that he said:**All right,’’ and waited, 
while Ur. Havemeyer undertook the man- 
agement of the delicate question of peeping 
the Philadelphia refiners straight. This he 
effected at last, and they were broucht into 
the Trust. But dir. Inbusch was put off again. 

This made him weary, but he was a patient 
man and hearing that Mr. Searles would be at 
st. Louis he arranged with Mr. Schweppe 
and Air. Scudder, leaders of the wholesa 
grocery trade of this city, to call apon ‘Mr. 
Searles to find out whether there were to be 
any hitches in store for the grocers after 
they met. . 

Mr. Schweppe and Mr. Scudder had a very 
satisfactory iuterview with Mr. Searles about 
— 5. 1892. The wholesale grocers’ meeting 
had been arranged for some date in May. 
Mr. Searles suggested that this might havea 
bad effect upon Congress, which, as Mr. 
Searles may have known, though he did not 
so state to Mr. Schweppe, had been consid- 
ering Inthe Wars and Means Committee of 
the House a bill which was successfully 
or to repeal the duty on refined 
sugar. 

Mr. Inbuseh had worked out an equality“ 
basis for the sugar business and upon Mr. 
Searles’ assurances, a meeting was held at 
the Mercantile Exchange, New York City. 
It was enthusiastic and representative. Mr. 
Inbusch’s plan, involving at least a one- 
quarter cent rebateto the wholesale grocer, 
the retura coupon agreement to be — by 
the purchaser, as drafted by him and Col. 
Torrey, and alsothat‘*the expense of its 
operation sball beborme by the Sugar 
Trust’’ was adopted by the overwhieming 
vote of 169 tol, and a committee was ap- 
emer to call upon the heads of the Sugar

Then the Trust proceeded to extend Its sys- 
tem and pewer over the entire country. In 
New England the work was already tar ad- 
vanced. Mr. Lyon took up first the organ- 
ization of the wholesale grocery trade of 
New York and vicinity, which—largely on 
Mr. Inbusch’s plan—he soon got into work- 
ing order. 

From New York as a center he has extend- 
ed his work, taking, in local organizations 
where they were too strong to be ignored, 
encouraging the formation of new ones on 
the Trust’s plansin other States until the 
country is now fairly well covered.

Crowm Prince of Japan May Marry * 
ee Princesa 


THE MIKADO’S AMBASSADORS HAVE IR- 
STRUCTIONS TO LOOK ABROAD. 


Any Prince of Burepe Having Marriage: 
able Daughters to Be Sounded on the 
Subject ef an Alliahos With the 
Future Ruler of Japau-A French 
Legend. 2 


S peeial Correspendence SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH, 

Lorpon, Oct. 8.—Just think of it. The 
Crown Prince of Japan as a candidate for the 
hand ofa European Princess. Such is the 
latest rumor in circulation. among the peo- 
ple who Know everything! in London. 
Doubtless the extraordinary successes of the 
Japanese troops assist in the ready belief 
that there is to be still further Europeabising 
of the Japanese court and government, for 
it is without question that the brilliant 
triumphs of the Japanese are dae to the 
social and general reorganigation of the 
Japanese Empire by the present Emperor, 
who seems to endeavor to be everything that 
is Western and nothing that is Eastern. 

It would be a somewhat caurageous 
Princess who would be willing to become 
the pioneer European Empress toa country 
thatcanonly date its civilization, from a 
European point of view, to a date of six 
yearsago. Still to become the consort and 
perpetuator ofadynasty that has reigned 
over 2,000 years may appeal tothe ambition 
ofone ofthe royal young women, particu- 
larly asthe ideas of the new women have 
doubtless succeeded in entering geome of the 
palaces of the purple born. 

The Emperor, so writes ina private letter 
avery high official of German birth iu the 
Japanese service, has made the study of 
things as they are in Europe the work of his 
lifetime. Ale drives through the streets in 
the style of the German Emperor, bowing to 
right and left to his subjects, escorted dy a 
squadron of lancers, who, but for their 
faces, might be taken for Prussians. The 
coachman and footman are Cressed as you 
see the servants of one of the amDassadors 
in Washington, except that the material of 


their liveries is far more costly.  Fiesh- 
eolored silk stockings meet the rgeous 
plush breeches and coats of dead gol age 
with waistcoats to match, made by a 
epee tallor, complete the livery, with 
the addition of powdered hair and tall hats 
with elaborate cockades. 

The Impertal Court is composed of officials 
whose outward sembiance is a mixture of 
the uniforms one sees in England, Berlin and 
St. e and the Empress and her 
ladies resemble a group of Frenen women. 
Why then should a princess of European 
birth not complete the western egucation of 
the wonderfully transformed nation? 

Japanese Ambassadors, it is stated, have 
received secret instructions to sound the 
views of Evropean princes with marriage - 
able daughters or rather with 1 1 
growing to that age, for the Crown Prince is 
only 17, and his father does not intend that 
he shall marry before he is 22. 

If a princess of royal biood cannct de 
found willing to share the dangers and 
giories of the throne, then a women of low. 
er rank will be chosen. The daughter of an 
English Duke or an Americas millionaire 
can be regarded as possibilities. There are, 
however, indications that pronounced over- 
tures have been made toa princess belong- 
ing to one of the dethroned royal families, 
and a court whisper will have it that shortly 
before his death the late Count de Paris 
was asked his opinion on the subject. 
It does not seem unlikely at all that 
a sister of the Duke of Orleans 2 be 
willing to accept the hand of the hei the 
Mikado. There are two youn 17 
ex-royal house who are near age of the 
heirapparent. Princess Marie 1 is 16, 
and Louise is 12. A legend says that the de- 
throned royal family of France will only re- 
gain its past glories through the women of 
its family, The eldest daughter is already 
Queen of Portugal. The second daughter, 
Princess Helene, isto marry the heir to the 
throne of Austria. With a third sharing the 
throne of Japan, a few years hence “yr 
show three grandsons of the Prince who 

ust deen buried wielding scepters from the 

ar West to the far East. 

The son of the Mikado is the only boy of the 
Imperial family. in which there is only one 
other child, a Princess of 6. The Princeisa 
well-built, sturdy little fellow of 7. He 
speaks French, German and English, and, in 
fact, his education has been m oled on that 
of Emperor William's children. He has, of 
course, been carefully nurtured in. the tradi- 
tions of his own land, but otherwise it has 
been daily and hourly impressed on him that 
the future of his inheritance is t 
continuance of his father’s marvelous 
revolution. The only trouble, perhaps, 
that a Kuropean consort might find would bs 
the fac? that she would be forced to bring up 
her children in the faith of Buddha, al- 
though there might be no Interference in 
her own religious belief. Still, am English 
woman married the royal Shereef of Morocco 
ander similar conditions and she is loved 
fervently by her two sons, despite the fact 
that they have both been eared as devout 
Mohammedans.

SKEKING A NEW RECIOR. 

The church was finished in 1829 at a cost of 
about 57,000. When it was finished 
there was a debt of $1,100 for which 
aloan was negotiated.

COLUMBIAN COINS. 


Over 3.000, 000 of. the Silver Seuvenirs 
Remain Unseld. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—The order of See- 
retary Carlisle to use the Columbian souve- 
nir silver coins as cash is the closing chap- 
ter in the history of an unsuccessful venture. 
In spite of the efforts of the promotors 
of the Exposition to sell these half dollars at 
double their face value, with the general co- 
operation of the Danks and a number of 


stores in Chicago, New York and elsewhere, 
over 3,000,000 remain unsold and in the handé 
ot the lreasury authorities. at first the 
Chicago people pleaded with the Secretary 
to hold them till - could raise 
a fund to redeem them their double 
price in the} hope of saving the valee 
of those already sold, which would be bound 
to decline as soon as the remaining coins 
were thrown into the ordinary channels of 
trade. This was dohe; but the attempt was 
fruitiess, and a few days ago the pfojectors 
not d the secretary that they could do 
nothing, andt would not ask him longer 
to carry them. he secretary decided to do 
something which would make the coins pay 
for a art of the troubie and delay 
they ad caused, 30 he ordered 
them paid out at r, but in 
exchange for gold coin. is would have 
the effect, he bDelleved, of stimulating a few 
enterprising storekeepers to buy up the iat 
and advertise that they would use them in 
making change. Ihe Treasury would by 
this means add a little toits gold balance 
while at the same time the coins would 
probably be held as souvenirs by the cus- 
tomers and thus would be preveuted from 
passing into general circulation. 

The collapse of the souvenir coin fad re- 
calls the fact that a syndicate was formed 
during the snmmer of "93 for taking and dis- 
posing of 100,000 of the half dollars. Some 
large jewelry- houses were interested in ik. 
It seems that a leading American jeweler, 
while abroad, saw some ot the British soa- 
venir coine-struck in honor of Queen Victo- 
ria’s Jubilee, beautifully ‘decorated with 
enamel, and mounted as watch cnarms and 
brooches. He look a numberof Columbian 
coins to London with him last year, to have 
them treated in the same way. One device 
was to cover all the obverse side of the coin 
with the translucent enamel, leaving the 
head of Columbus and the inscription uncoyv- 
ered. In another the reverse side was 
treated, the caravel being colored or the 
eld against which it was projected. No two 
designs were alike, and the coins were 
snapped up by curiosity seekers at as high 
as $10. But no sooner was the proposition 
made to take the 100,000 coins for this pur. 
pose mentioned than the Secret Service peo- 
ple pounced on the interested parties 
and warned them that every coin 
thus treated and exposed for sale would be 
seized. No law against the mutilation of 
coins appeared to stand inthe way, but the 
argument was that some evil-minded per- 
sop might scrape off the enamel and pass 
them on unsuspecting people, who wouid 
then find themselves with a coin bearing on 
its face the value of 60 cents, but on account 
of its mutilation commanding Only its bullion 
value, which would be only a quarter of a 
dollar. The opposition, supported by the 
Secretary, broke up the plan.

Shipments ef This Metal at This Time of 
the Weer Ave Unususl—Ameriesa Fot 
Regarded asa Premising t peculstive 

Field by Foreign Investere Just Now— 
An Bye on the Coming Election. 


New York, Oct. 13.—The chief speculative 
factor of the week has been the development 
of pronounced strength in the exchange 
market, so much as to threaten exportations 
of gold. Suchan event, of itself unimport- 
ant, attracts attention atthe present time 
by reason of the small gold balance of the 
Treasury, on which will fall the burden of 


supplying gold to the shipping houses. Were 
the foreign exchanges more favorable than 
they are, the low Treasury balances would 
stillremain a weak feature in the general 
situation, and with the chances that the §60,- 
000,000 in gold held by the Government 
may be drawn on for this extraordinary 
requirement, it is natural that some 
concern should exist as tothe outcome. At 
the s ame time it may be said that but for the 
chances of gold shipments the condition of 
the Treasury would not necessarily attract 
attention: At present, however, the two 
events are independent in their effect on 
financial sentiment, because but for the con- 
dition of the Treasury gold exportation 
would excite no concern among the level 
headed. The fact that gold shipments at this 
time of year are unusual has been dwelt 
on at length, but for that matter 
nearly all other financial conditions are 
more or less out of kilter at the present time. 
International trade is largely transacted on 
a cash basis, but as long as importers can 
borrow in the New York money market at 
current rates, they will naturally prefer to 
pay cash for their purchases abroad rather 
than pay the higher rates demanded by for- 
eign merchants. There is only one factor in 
the foreign exchanges, and, indeed, when 
the subject ts entered upon, the incalculable 
factors coming into the problem make its 
solution almost hopeless. 

Among the faetors in the state of the for- 
eign exchanges is the Gemand from those 
speculators in bilis who sold exchange short 
in July, expecting that through the supply 
of grain and cotton bills they could cover at 
a profit sixty days later. The supply of these 
bilis has up to this time proved disappoint- 
ing, and the short sellers are compelied to 
fill their contracts by the purchase of other 
bills as best they can. The settlement of 
maturing sterling loans is another factor in 
the situation. Again, theoretically, the in- 
creased importations under the reduced 
tariff will result in increased exports of 
eur products. While this political economi 
cal maxim may eventually work itself out, 
it has not yet done so. The balance of trade 
is against us, and while in itself it is only 
one factor, it counts in the general settling 
up. It would also be unreasonable to expect 
a great iafiow of foreign Capital into Amer!- 
can industries, and there appears now to be 
little or none. On the-other hand, there is 
no slight liquidation, and while from the 
nature of such transactions it ig difficuit 
to trace them, foreign capital is undoubt- 
edly ebbing away from this country. The 
current dealings in the stock market for 
foreign accounts are significant and appear 
to be at Speculattve as those of room 
traders, but it is evident that America is not 
regarded as a promising field by foreign in- 
vestors. After the collapses of those roads 
in which foreign capital was, most heavily 
interested, and the bankruptcy of the brew- 
ery corporations, farm mortgages and many 
other enterprises ia which British and Con- 
tinental investors put their savings, it would 
be strange if the low prices of even some of 
our unquestioned securities should attrect 
them. It is understood indeed from a — 
advices that the bankruptcy 
Reading, Erie and other — after 
their brief periods of I has filled 
with disgust the bankers of all the European 
centers of finance. With the bitter lesson 
that foreign investors have learaed from 
such examples itis plain that our Onancia! 
recuperation must be of our own working 
out. We cas look for little help from abroad, 
and must be thankfu: if we can avoid fur- 
ther liquidation. 

That factor of immediate importaace in 
foreign exchange, namely, the money mar- 
ket, is in sucha condition of congestion that 
itappears impossible thatarise in interest 
can come about to check the withdrawal of 
foreiga floating capital. 80 long as tse lat - 
ter can be more profitably employed else - 
where it is certain to seek that market.

tion ofthe meeting of Congress, is prepar- 
ing some businesslike method of executing 
the affairs of his department, which may be 
submitted in December to Congress. 

The advancing market for exchange has 
been the chief influence in the stock specu- 
lation of the week, and the omly other im- 
portant developments have been the reports 
of corporation earnings, and the reiteration 
by the Goverament of their september esti - 
mate of the crop. Whether the official 
figures be accepted as correct or not, it is 
plain that if the September report had ‘been 
more in conformity with the ügures of other 
authorities and tre ideas of the grain trade 
there would have been less caviling at it. 
No motive to deceive ean be assumed 
on the part of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment, and while the past official reports 
have not always proved correct. since 
the department, alike with the other au- 
thorities, is unable to discover in October 
any improvement since September. some 
importance must be attached tothe report. 
At any rate, it is clear that the central grain- 
growing States west of the Mississippi have 
sufiered a practical crep failure, and coming 
atsuchatimeitis evident that for another 
twelve months there will be hard times 
throughout that section. General interest
